Philadelphia, March TH,—The Bril 
Rant, a four-m asted British bark, ar 
rived here with her crew in a s 'a te ot 
terror a* the result cd two death* and 
six serious cases of beti Ueri. 
One corpse with til** six men wh< 
were suffering from til*- dread sea 
disease was taken from the bar> at 
the quarantine stat ion a Marcus Hook 
near C hest< r. 
The situation the crew faced as on* 
alter an o th er took sick ami turned al­ 
most as black as the pitch in th* 
seam s ot tile hold was not a pleasant 
one. T here they were, on a balk w hi'b 
wa* still weeks from her destination 
with the prospects of being Mtrioken 
at any moment. 
Captain W. A. Grant said that h* 
had nevcd had a more menacing pc 
riod with terrorised sailor* in hi* Lf* 
than he did at time* during the voy 
age. and many of the sailors were o 
Indian extra* thin, having been ta k e ’ 
aboard at Bombay, India, where th* 
bark was loaded with ircn ore fen 
Philadelphia She was at sea 131 days. 
Tile Brilliant sailed from Bombay 
with her heavy la rg o <»n Nov 7, DHI 
It was not until the sixth or seventh 
of December th a t the Hist *icknea- 
ap pea red, and the sailor, a mixed In 
dian, died on Dee.

?f naval affairs, died at his residence, 
K2o North Eighteenth street 
Although Admiral Melville suffered 
an attack of heart failure about a 
month ago, he recovered, though he 
was left In a weakened condition ow­ 
ing to his age A week ago he visited 
W ashington on official 
b u s i n e s s aud 
seemed to be improved 
Last Friday 
night he suffered a stroke ol paralysis 
aud .soon sank into a com atose condi­ 
tion, from which he never rallied 
Funeral services will be held W ed­ 
nesday, when the body will Pe taken 
to Washington th e ir to be buried in 
tile magnificent and yet simple sarco­ 
phagus in tin* Arlington National cem­ 
etery, which the adm iral caused to he 
nuilt for himself ten years ago.
